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THE  PRESIDENT 


PRESIDENT  JOHN  S.  KYSER  began  this  fall  his  42nd  year  "on  the  hill" 
and  is  in  his  12th  year  as  the  12th  president  of  Northwestern  State  College. 

Beginning  as  an  instructor  he  advanced  in  academic  rank  to  full  professor 
and  became  head  of  the  Department  of  Social  Sciences  in  1935,  a  position  he 
held  until  he  became  President  in  May  1954. 

Changes  and  developments  during  his  administration  include  the  establish- 
ment of  the  Graduate  School,  new  departments,  changes  and  expansions  of 
curricula  and  degree  programs,  and  major  additions  and  improvements  in  the 
physical  plant. 

Expansions  in  the  physical  plant  include  the  construction  of  Williamson 
Hall,  Prudhomme  Hall,  Natchitoches  Hall,  St.  Denis  Hall,  Caddo  Hall,  Louisi- 
ana Hall,  and  Prather  Coliseum,  and  additions  to  Russell  Library  and  Caspari 
Hall. 

With  the  completion  of  present  building  plans,  six  major  structures  will 
have  been  added,  including  one  in  Shreveport. 

Mrs.  Kyser  has  also  been  active  in  programs  of  the  college  throughout  the 
years,  and  has  been  prominently  engaged  in  activities  of  the  Natchitoches 
Community.  Her  campus  interests  have  been  varied  and  she  has  participated 
in  the  planning  of  many  special  observances  and  events. 

To  President  and  Mrs.  Kyser  we  express  our  deepest  gratitude  for  their 
contributions  to  Northwestern  State  College,  and  we  express  the  love  we  hold 
for  them  as  the  chief  administrators  of  NSC.

During  the  latter  part  of  the  Spring  of  1959,  a 
group  of  men  from  NSC,  in  cooperation  with  the 
Office  of  Student  Relations,  petitioned  the 
National  BLUE  KEY  Organizations  for  membership 
and  on  December  9,  1959,  the  NSC  Chapter 
of  the  Blue  Key  was  installed.

SCIENCES  offers  B.S.  degree  programs  for  students 
interested  in  biology-edvcation,  botany,  pre-medicine, 
pre-dentistry,  medical  technology,  wildlife 
management,  and  zoology.  Master's  degrees  may 
be  earned  in  biology-education,  botany  and  zoology. 
Members  of  the  staff  believe  that  a  well-balanced 
college  program  in  the  Biological  Sciences  should 
include  good  teaching  and  productive  research. 
A  recent  evaluation  of  our  curricula  has  resulted 
in  current  revisions  in  course  offerings  and 
degree  programs  which  place  greater  emphasis  on 
recent  developments  in  biology. 
During  the  past  five  years  grants  totaling  a 
quarter  of  a  million  dollars  have  been  received 
by  the  Department  for  support  of  undergraduate 
and  graduate  research  and  for  special  programs 
designed  to  improve  the  training  of  high  school 
biology  teachers  and  students.  During  the  same 
five-year  period  thirty-two  research  papers  were 
published  by  members  of  the  staff.

The  DEPARTMENT  OF  SOCIAL  SCIENCES 

offers  undergraduate  majors  and  minors  in 

anthropology,  economics,  geography,  government, 

history,  social  welfare,  sociology,  and  general 

social  sciences,  and  a  minor  in  philosophy.  The 

department  also  advises  students  in  Pre-Law 

and   Pre-Ministerial  curricula.   Graduate 

programs  are  offered   in  history,  geography, 

international  relations  and  American  studies.

THE  RESERVE  OFFICER'S  TRAINING  CORPS 
continues  to  grow  with  the  other  Departments  of  the 
College.  With  Over  300  students  during  the  1965-1966 
school  year,  ROTC  boasted  the  largest  enrollment  in 
its  sixteen-year  history  at  Northwestern  State  College. 
Traditionally,  NSC  ROTC  has  offered  a  four-year 
program.  Beginning  in  1955,  ROTC,  in  accordance 
with  a  decision  of  President  Kyser,  also  offered  a 
two-year  program.  This  program  affords  Junior 
students  an  opportunity  to  enroll  directly  in  the 
Advanced  Course.  To  become  eligible  students 
must  attend  a  six-weeks  basic  camp  between  their 
sophomore  and  junior  years. 
During  the  1965-1966  school  year,  Department 
of  Army  awarded  three  scholarships  to  NSC  men 
selected  by  a  board  composed  of  faculty  and  military 
representatives.  These  scholarships  covered  the 
cost  of  tuition,  books  and  laboratory  fees,  and  in 
addition,  paid  the  recipients  $50.00  a  month 
for  the  period  of  the  award.
